EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention is deemed to be a non-obvious improvement over the 

invention of U.S. Pat. No. 4,732.542. 

In regard to claim 1 , the improvement comprises the use of a means for height 

adjustment comprising an additional structural element, since U.S. Pat. No. 4,732,542 

requires the removal of material and therefore is not a structurally equivalent means for 

height adjustment as applicant. 
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In regard to claim 7, the improvement comprises the step of manufacturing at 
least one of the parts to be undersized as opposed to U.S. Pat. No.'s manufacturing of 
parts to be oversized. 

Additionally, U.S. Pat. No. 4,732,542 does not teach the use of laminated profiles 
that are assembled around the beam part. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
